When  Mr.  E M Little  wa.s  appointed  director 
of  national  aelectife  service  all  the  chlmea  la 
the  Government*  belfry  of  propaganda  were 
sounded  in  his  praise.  It  Is  no  fault  of  his  that 
he  was  unable  to  put  national  selective  service 
into  force.  He  has  met  with  friction  and  ob- 
struction in  his  efforts  The  trouble  is.  obviously, 
that  he  was  not  given  the  authority  to  make 
the  plan  operative  His  actions  were  cabined, 
cribbed  and  confined  by  the  bonds  of  political 
red  tape,  and.  moreover,  by  the  evident  desire 
of  the  minister  responsible  to  do  nothing  that 
would  cause  any  unrest  among  Labor. 

Now  Mr  Little  has  resigned  his  post,  s poM 
that  was  unsought  by  him  The  mystery  is  why 
he  did  not  resign  long  ago.  Had  he  done  so  he 
would  have  saved  his  self-respect  all  the  better. 
It.  is  not  easy  for  businessmen  to  work  for 
politicians.  Businessmen  want  results;  politicians 
think  In  terms  of  votes.  If  It  remains  true  that.  I 
as  in  the  last  loan  campaign,  the  Governments 
motto  is  ‘Nothing  matters  but  victory."  then 
there  are  signs  in  the  Impasse  reached  In 
national  selective  service  that  a shake-up  Is  ; 
overdue  In  the  Cabinet  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King. 

Mr  Humphrey  Mitchell,  whatever  his  virtues 
an  Minister  of  Labor,  Is  not,  If  Mr  Little  Is  to 
be  believed,  the  roan  to  direct  national  selective 
service.  Many  months  have  passed  by  since  the 
Prime  Minister  declared  what  was  purposed  In 
this  policy.  It  remains  conspicuous  by  Its  lack 
of  any  constructive  achievement.  There  is  a 1 
shortage  of  labor  in  war  production,  there  Is 
a shortage  of  working  hours,  there  Is.  the 
problem  of  absenteeism  prevalent  throughout  the 
industrial  effort  of  the  Dominion.  All  these, 
presumably,  were  16  be  overcome  under  national 
selective  service,  and  all  persist  In  lark  of 
action  In  such  a vital  policy  there  is  s glaring 
Instance  of  administrative  inefficiency. 

HOARDING  OF  MAN-POWER 

A.>  well  a*  the  shortage  of  working  hours,  the 
hoarding  of  man-power  is  one  or  the  problems 
iii  this  coimiry  which  has  not  been  touched 
under  national  selective  service  As  The  Labor 
Review  point*  nut,  there  Ls  no  law  in  Canada 
tp  prevent  the  employment  of  more  workers  than 
are  needed  This  organ  of  the  Canadian  Fed-  , 
nation  of  Labor  is  pointed  In  Its  comments 
It  nays  one  eg  use  of  the  present  man-power 
crisis  Is  that  everybody  ts  now  working  for  the 
Government,  and  The  firm  with  surplus  stuff 
saves  in  taxes  what  it  wastes  in  wages,”  and 
that,  "in  consequence,  labor,  hoarding  Is  rife” 
The  Labor  Review  makes  the  outright  state- 
ment that  many  thousands  of  hired  hands  are 
idle  and  that  wages  are  paid  regularly  to  people 
who  do  not  work  Here  Is  a part  of  Its  comment; 

“Canadas  industrial  payroll  Is  vastly  greater 
now  than  it  ever  was  before.  In  both  the  amount 
of  wages  and  the  number  of  wage-earners.  The 
number  of  employees  has  risen  sharply  tn  the 
last  twelve  months,  but  the  volume  of  goods 
produced  has  steadily  declined  The  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics  reports  a rise  in  the  Index 
figure  of  employment  between  August.  1941.  and 
August  1942  from  136  2 to  172  0.  and  a drop  In  ! 
the  index  of  the  physical  volume  of  business  I 
during  tthe  same  period  from  141.3  to  135. 1 The 
same  trend  has  been  noticeable  all  through  the 
Summer— more  and  more  workers  producing 
leas.”  ‘ 

Another  problem  m man -power  according  lo 
the  same  publication,  and  a major  one.  lx 
absenteeism  It  alludes  to  coal-mining  areas, 
particularly  in  Cape  Breton,  where  the  jflta  have 
been  operating  only  5‘a  days  a week  because 
the  miner*  failed  to  show  up  on  Monday  morn- 
ing after  laying  off  from  Friday  afternoon.  The 
Labor  Review  says  that  while  the  problem  of 
absenteeism  "is  being  tackled  seriously  t?t  by 
the  authorities,  and  with  some  prospect  of  xur- 
rrns  . . there  seems  to  be  no  way  of  com- 
pelling sn  employer  to  discharge  a worker  for 
whom  he  has  no  work " There  is  whnt  The 
Labor  Review  calls  a "Jam  and  tangle"  In  labor 
supply,  and  It  winds  up  its  argument  with  the 
following  pertinent  comment. 

Taxation  of  profits  and  of  high  incomes  has 
gone  so  far  as  to  destroy  incentive,  It  has 
reached  the  ultimate  limit  The  only  field  of 
taxation  still  open  is  that  of  workers’  Incomes 
Every  dollar  wasted  in  maintaining  Idle  workers 
or  Idle  planl  is  a dollar  out  of  somebody's  pay 
cheque  The  unmarried  worker  who  gets  *100 
■ month  and  a cost-of-ilving  bonus  of  *17  now 
pay*  *18.57  right  back  in  tax,  A general  Increase 
tn  labor  costs  will  mean  a still  bigger  tax  re- 
duction It  is  therefore  of  interest  to  the 
workers,  above  all.  that  labor  hoarding  and 
absenteeism  shall  be  stopped,  the  overruling 
Interest  of  Uir  nation  demands  that  the  stoppage 
shall  be  Immediate  and  final " 

FOR  THE  SERVICES 

While  much  is  done  for  the  united  armed 
ier vices  In  Greater  Victoria,  through  the  hos- 
pitality committee  of  the  Auxiliary  Services  and 
other  organised  efforts,  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
general  public  realises  tn  what  ah  extent  there 
are  strangers  in  our  midst.  In  all  three  armed 
services  It  seems  to  be  the  ‘rule  rather  than  the 
exception  that  young  men  and  young  women  in 
Canada  are  to  be  moved  away  from  their  homes 
and  billeted  in  communities  they  have  not 
visited  before.  Hundreds  of  Canadians  who  have 
never  set  foot  in  this  city  hitherto  are  walking 
the  streets. 

Dances,  concerts,  group  hospitality  and  other 
devices  are  arranged  ror  theae  young  men  and 
young  women,  who  have  offered  all  of  their 
time  to  Canada.  Over  and  beyond  that,  how- 
ever. much  remains  to  be  done  There  is  a real 
nee<4  of  people  who  will  throw  open  their  homes 
u>  those  guests,  so  that  there  will  be  some  better 
alternative,  for  the  many,  than  walking  the 
streets  tn  an  endless  procession -where  there  is 


1 not  much  to  see  and  still  leas  to  do.  A good 
Canadian  home  ts  appreciated  by  these  young 
people,  and  some  who  are  not  young. 

In  many  cases  the  difficulty  for  the  public  Is 
[ in  making  contact  with  the  members  of  the 
services.  Residents  do  not  like  to  walk  up  to  a 
| man  or  woman  in  uniform,  and  malte  advances 
that  might  be  misunderstood.  It  is  there  that 
j the  existing  organizations  are  trying  to  help. 
The  Auxiliary  Services.  Salvation  Army.  Cana- 
dian Legion.  Y.M.C.A..  Y WC  A . Navy  League  of 
Canada,  and  many  other  groups.  Including  city 
churches,  are  performing  a wonderful  service  In 
what  Is  being  done  now.  The  n*ed.  however,  ls 
for  more  homes,  and  for  more  human  friend- 
liness. ; — J

MISUSED  WORDS 

This  war.  both  in  the  press  and  over  radio 
broadcasts,  has  developed  a new  use  for  two  words 
which  are  being  reiterated  ad  nauseam.  They  are 
the  words  "reveal"  and  "release  " News,  It  appears. 
Is  both  "revealed”  and  "released"  and  there  Ls 
little  or  no  difference  between  the  denoument  of 
such  information,  although  there  ls  a distinct 
difference  in  the  meaning  of  the  words  News  Is 
anything  new.  strange  or  uinexpected.  It  Is.  in  ! 
other  words,  fresh  Information.  It  is  tidings  Ii  is 
something  that  happens  In  a sense  news  cAn  be 
revealed,  but  the  word  hardly  came  Into  use  at  all 
as  connected  with  new*  until  a few  years  ago, 

I and  then. perhaps,  only  because  of  the  censorship. 
To  reveal  is  to  make  known  or  disclose,  as  ol 
something  before  unknown  or  unseen.  News  ls.  for 
the  most  part,  known  at  the  instant  it  happens,  to 
I some  at  least  of  those  who  are  participants  in  it.  i 
There  may  be  occasions  In  which  sudden  death 
occurs  when  there  Is  for  some  the  instantaneous 
blotting  out  of  knowledge.

The  repeated  use  of  “reveal"  and  "release  ' as 
affecting  news  Indicates  a pathetic  paucity  in 
vocabulary.  News  U news  when  it  happens,  it  re-  | 
quires  no  release  from  anything;  it  la  not  a sub-  ; 
lert  for  "revelation."'  a process  which  is  a dlaclos-  J 
ing,  discovering  or  making  known  what  wa.s  be- 
fore secret,  private  or  unknown.  News  can  be  j 
communicated  to  an  ever  widening  circle.  It  is  not  | 

■ a question  of  ‘‘revealing"  or  "releasing."  in  ihe 
Strict  Interpretation  of  those  words.

The  question  of  an  ultimate  memorial  to  tho:  e 
who'  do  not  return  alter  the  war  lx  a difficult 
one.  but.  it  Is  not  too  early  to  start  thinking 
about  it.  There  will  be  some  desire  on  the  part, 
of  the  public  for  a Iivihr  form  of  remembrance, 
rather  than  one  confined  to  stone.  There  is 
plenty  of  room  for  inquiry  concerning  this,  until 
the  best  suggestion  can  be  found.  Meanwhile.
